The housing problem, which is commanding such serious 


atlenliou in practically all of the eastern slates, presents one 
phase which would be amusing if it were.not so serious. 
: From many cities and large towns comes the cry that vast 
numbers ofmhv/houses arc needed', to1 she Her the steadily in- 
creasijig populati'oivwhile inmost places little is being done to 
sCippiy.'the'demand. The reason for this,is that the cost of 
labor a.nd materials is so high as to be'pra.ctically prohibitive. 
Iirbiher words, the conditions ai£ sudr:that-; neither home 
seekers nor investors can sec then:::;w(iy. clear to erect houses 
on terms which.wilj yield fair retufnsion their,investments. 
Meantime the cry of rent .profiteer! ng-continues and attempts 
are made (6 form 'organizations to go into the building business 
in u spirit of semi-altruism, laying the question'of profits aside 
out of consideration for the good of the communily. 


When calmly considered this is a most remarkable silua- 


tion. From lime immemorial .the'people have been in Hie 
habit of providing houses for themselves as Hie need arose, and 
such a thing as a "problem" in (his field was never heard of. 
In prosperous limes and in hard limes houses were provided 
to meet all demands, but the time is now ill hand when it 
seems impractical, to dp this on a safe business basis. 


What is the :tml'ter?' This country is llic richest in the 


world, not only.iri wealth as represented by money, but in all 
natural resources. '• It lias the limber, (he iron, flic brick, Hie 
glass and the paint—all home products. And yel, with every- 
thing at hand to do with, the people profess'ami confess their 
inability-to erect houses that are sorely needed at a cost which 
will make thcm'safe Investments. 


There is something wrong somewhere. This is an anom- 


alous condition, and it is fime thai whining and crying should 
stop and that an explanation should be forthcoming. 


There is a legitimate question here to be answered. We are 


living in what are recognized as mosl prosperous limes. Man- 
ufacturing and .all other lines of industry arc rushed lo'lhe 
limit. There is w'ork for every hand that"is able or willing to 
work, at wages such as were never dreamed of before. There 
never was sue!) ;i demand.for luxuries since the country'was 
settled as there is today. .Notwithstanding all the shouting 
about the cost of living, working people are buying aulqmo- 
.biles and expensive clothing and crowding the amusement 
houses nightly, and in"niany cases in llic afternoon, from one 
year's end to another. Baseball games and football games lo 
which tlie admission fees arc large attract (heir hundreds and 
their thousands. In lite realms of business and pleasure money 
flies as it used lo over the bars in the days.when (he saloon was 
in its glory, and yet the Cry continues lo be hca'rd, "We want 
houses! What are we going to do for houses?" 


It is a new situation, and one (hat reflects no credit upon (he 


people. The building of. houses is a business proposition, and 
for people to •demand what they ;aren6t in a position to pay 
for, 
largely because they, want ilieirmpney'-for other uses; 


want it to spend for what, in, Ihe absenc co fa 'false sense of 
proportion, would be considered uonessentials, is nothing to t 
be proud of.
